Mafttises, 
Child Study Supervisor of the 
New Jersey State Department-of 
Education.

foaching value of geometric 
torms. The children who will be 
helped are Shose who suffer 
what is know as minimal bras 
dystunetion resulting in percep- 
tual handicaps. 

Sneh ehlidren are not mental- 
ly retarded, they may have an 
exceptionally high 1. Q. The 
problem is with perception, not 
with ihe sensory organs. The 
brain is uneble to use correctly 
ihe data that the sensea per 
colye, The brain damage, which 
could have occurred prior to, 
during, or after birth, includes 
the inability to recognize differ- 
éai forms, the lack of inotor co- 
ordination, and impairment of 
rending ability, ;
